I^xlngton, Ky., May 11.— The cap- 
lure of Curtis Jett, charged with the 
aasaBslnation of J. B. Marcum in Jack- 
aon Monday, waa accoupUahed fitk- 
ont bloodsbtd at t .o'clock Sondaar 
tffBMtef. Ha la aoir fn tbe Clark 
county Jail at Winchester. Bearing 
a warrant vrhlch had been sworn out 
by Sam Jett, uncle of the accused, 
Sberifl McChord and a poaae of aeven 
left Winchester at midnight Saturday. 
Reachlng'^ Jackson's Ferry, 10 miles 
distant, at 2:40 a. m., they put away 
their buggies and croRspd the Ken- 
tucky river to Madison county above 
In canoes. 

They proceeded on foot to the home 
of Mrs. A. Haggln, Jett's mother, two 
miles from the ferry. Six of the posse 
were stationed about the dwelling, and 
Sheriff McChord and Deputy Stokeley 
approached the front door and rapped. 
Jett's moiber answered, and after some 
parley admitted that Curtis was with- 
in. At length they were admitted and 
found Jptt awake but still in bed. Ho 
rhook hands with the sheriff and said 
that he would give no trouble. Reach- 
ing under his pillow, he drew out his 
pistol, which was nothing lasa than a 
baby rifle, and turned It over to his 
mother to keep. He made no show of 
rasistanre, and was landed in Jail at 
Winchester at 6 a..m. Jett's step- 
father charges that when Jett ar- 
rlred at hla houae Saturday erentng 
from 'Jackson he proceeded to draw 
bla pistol and |dve him a^lnutee in 
which to get out of the neighborhood. 
Haggin went to Riclimond and swore 
out a warrant charging Jett with 
breach of the peace by aaaault with a 
platol. 

Seen in, the Jail Sunday. Jett waa 

communicative on all matters save the 
killing of Marcum. I'll get out of 
this all right," was the only statement 
be would make that could be construed 
as a reference to the charge. He said 
b« wanted to be tried in Breathitt. 
He was bitter in denouncing his un- 
rle who had him arrested, and said 
that the .score would be evened up 
when he was at liberty. When asked 
In reference to tbe statement that five 
men would testify that he killed Mar- 
nun he, simply anewad and replied: 
"What's that to your To Sheriff Mo- 
Chord he waa equally non-communicat- 
ive as to the Marcum tragedy. 

Jett Is 28 yearse of age, athletic In 
build, with deep-set, keen eyes, and has 
bushy red hair. That he submitted 
to arrest was an agreeable surprise to 
the officers, who feared an encounter. 
Jett denied that he drove his step- 
father from home. He will be ar- 
raigned Tuesday, and it is supposed 
will be transferred to the Jackson dis- 
trict for t rial.

Fremont, O., May 11. — Mob violence, 
which was threatened in this city Sat- 
urday night as this result of the al- 
leged kllUng of Otto Miachke by one 
of three Negroes, subsided at 4 o'clock 
Sunday morning. The three Negroes 
who are charged with tbe crime are 
securely locked in the city jail at Nor- 
walk and the excitement that was ram- 
pant for aeveral houra Saturday night 
has about anbslded. 

From 1 o'clock until 4 o'clock Sun- 
day morning the Jail building was sur- 
rounded by the an^ry crowd calling 
upon Sheriff Mason to deliver the pris- 
oners. For an hour or more the sher- 
iff stood on the front steps of his resi- 
dence and admonished the threatening 
crowd to be careful and quiet and not 
commit an act that would forever 
shame Fremont In the eyes of the 
world. Sheriff Mason said be bad ta- 
ken an oath to do hla offldal duty and 
do it be would, and he aald he would 
shoot the first man who made an at- 
tempt to break down the JaU door and 
enter the building. 

For fear of further trouble during 
the day and Sunday night Mayor Eng- 
ler ordered every aaloon In the city 
closed. 

The Negroes gave their names as 
Wheeler Klmbro, Walter Stratton and 
Lorenxo Martin. Martin and Stratton 
had loaded revolvers In their posaea- 
slon. 

Sunday's story of the tragedy Is to 

the effect that the Negroee who were 
In the street were offended at a Ques- 
tion (if Mrs. Albert Gommell as to who 
they were. Mrs. Gommell was on her 
way home with her husband and chil- 
dren. Mlschke, the victim, was living 
at the Oommell house, which was in 
the vicinity of the affray, and when be 
came to the dcMir to see what the loud 
talk was about, a bullet struck hhn in 
the stomach, inflicting a fatal wound.

"SPOTTED FEVER." 



The Htidett Contagions Disease 
to Combat Breaks Ont on 
Two BeedTiinr Sliips. 



THERE ARE 1,200 MEN SI IMRDs 



Three Vonnjf Recruits Have Died and 
¥i\e More Are Hovering He- 
tweraUftuADtett. 



This Proposal Has Alarmed the OflU 
cera and a Herolo Effort Will Be 
Made to PrevVit a Spread 
ef the Plagush 

Philadelphia, May 11. — Deadly cere- 
bro spinal meningitis, popularly 
known as "spotted fever," and one of 
the hardest contagioua diaeaaes to 
combat, haa brtAea ont la the raakg 
of the 1,200 men aboard the receiving 
ships Minneapolis and Puritan, at 
I><?aKue Island navy yard. 

Already It haa killed three young 
recruits, while five more victims are 
hovering between life and death. 
Orave feara prevail that othera aou>ng 
the embryo bin" f.irkrts who ate, 
worked and slppt wuii the stricken, 
may fall into thf fever's embrare. 

This prospect has alarmed the offi- 
cers at the yard to such an extent that 
an heroic ^ort will be made to pro- 
vent a spread of the disease, not only 
by constantly watching the men, but 
by removing tliem rntirely from the 
two receiving ships. 

Sunday the work of raising 35 tents 
will be started as soon as the canvas 
shelters are ln4)lace the 1,200 young 
tars will be put to camp, giving them 
plenty of fresh air and more room for 
exercise, which It, Is thought will ma- 
terially lessen the rliance for a fur* 
tber inculcation of the disease. 

When the men leave the Minneapo- 
lis and Puritan both ships will be sub- 
jected to a thorough fumigation. 

"I am (ioinj? evcrv I liiiit; in niy jKJwer 
to prevent the develovmieut of any 
more cases of this fever." said Adm. 
Sigsbee. tbe commandant. ."Nothing 
that will protect the lives of our men 
will be left undone." 

At the hospital of the naval home, to 
which the si< k from l.<'aKiie Island na- 
vy yard are treated. Dr. Lung, the sur- 
geon in charge, declared that the re- 
sults from the outbreak on tbe receiv- 
ing ships are not so bad as Is usually 
the case with thr' disea-se. "Three 
have died," he saiil. ' and we still have 
five others suffering from the fever, 
but those, unless something imtoward 
develops, we hope to pull through. 

"The hospital Is very much c^wded 
with patients from league Island. 
Besides tliosi- who have the cerebro 
spinal meniiif;ilis we have many pa> 

tients stifTcrinK with mumpa, moaalee 
and other complaints."
